Diagnostic cast analysis 



ade by custom made tray with alginate and 
poured with dental stone. It should be record all 
the dental and adjacent tissue, be free of air 
bubbles, and mounted on an articulator. 

Dentist should examine: 

Edentulous span, type of bite; occlusal 
discrepancies; path of insertion; abutment size, 
form and position; planning the bridge design. 

Dentist can also rehearse the intended 
preparation and wax-up restoration.
